ThePetroleum Inspection Fee Revenue Obligat®mgram
provides financing for payment of claims under the
WisconsinPetroleum Environmental Cleanup Funarakd
(PECFA) program. As of December 31, 1999, there was
backlog of $196 million in approved but unpaid PECF
claims. To reduce this backlog, the Legislature, throt§B9
Wisconsin Act 9Qauthorized the State to issue $270 million of
revenueobligationsto be repaid by a $0.03 per gallon fee
chargedsuppliers for petroleum productsld in Wsconsin.
These revenue obligations, which may includeonds,
commercial paper or other obligations, are naeneral
obligationsof the State.

BetweenMarch 2, 2000, when the Petroleum Inspection Fee
RevenueDbligations Program started, and June 30, 2001, the
State issued $250.25 million of revenue obligations.
Proceeddrom the sale of this debt, along with petroleum
inspectionfees collected fronsuppliers in excess of debt
servicerequirements, allowed the State to reduce the backlog
and,as of June 30, 2001, there was a backlog of less than $15
million in approved but unpaid PE&FElaims.

However,the Department of Commercentinues to receive
PECFAreimbursement claims aras of June 30, 2001, it had
notyet reviewed and approveser $20 million in claims. In
addition,the Department estimates that lawehers have yet
to submit claims for at least $200 million for costs that they
have already incurred. In order to provide funds to pay
